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Good Week for Field Work:  Pennsylvania had an average of 

5.5 days suitable for field work this week. The average height of 

emerged corn is 52 inches and some corn has just begun to silk. 

Winter wheat is almost all planed in the state. Likewise, potatoes 

are almost all planted. Cherries are showing no sign of 

improvement. Some reports of dry weather but mostly adequate 

sub and topsoil conditions. Temperatures will only range from the 

high 70’s to low 80’s with periodic thunderstorms early in the 

week. Thunderstorms expected Saturday and Sunday with a high 

of 82. Main field activities for the week will be spraying, 

haymaking, and harvesting.
